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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE,  1937. 


THE  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts 
for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1937. 

It  has  been  about  an  average  year  at  the  Hospital,  the  number 
of  patients  treated  shows  a  slight  decrease  ;  last  year  being  a  record 
year  when  279  patients  were  treated.  The  average  for  the  past 
four  years  is  255.

FINANCE. 

The  financial  position  is  still  satisfactory.

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients'  days  accounts  for  the 
increase  in  cost. 

Subscriptions,  unfortunately,  show  a  slight  falling  off. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  subscribers 
to  the  fact  that  by  signing  a  Covenant  (see  end  of  Report)  agreeing 
to  subscribe  for  a  period  of  seven  years  they  will  enable  the  Hospital 
to  recover  from  the  Revenue  Authorities  Income  Tax  on  their 
subscriptions. 

A  special  donation  of  £50  has  been  received  during  the  year  from 
Mrs.  Valentine  Fleming  and  the  Committee  desire  to  express  to  her 
their  warmest  thanks. 

The  Committee  record  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Bond, 
a  Vice-President,  and  a  generous  supporter  of  the  Hospital. 

On  retiring  from  practice  in  December,  Dr.  G.  Smith  resigned  his 
membership  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff.  It  is  a  cause  of  great 
regret  to  everyone  connected  with  the  Hospital.  The  Committee 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  high  appreciation  of  his  work  and 
support  of  the  Hospital  since  its  foundation.

However,  Mr.  Foster  will  manage  quite  well,  and  it  gives  me  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  telling  you  what  I  am  sure  you  will  not  be  surprised  to  hear  after 
my  remarks  at  out  last  Annual  General  Meeting  in  April  when  you  appointed 
me  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  that  I  have  quite  definitely  decided  to 
give  up  my  work  at  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year.  I  shall  then  have 
completed  19  years’  work  for  our  War  Memorial  (incidentally  I  have  for  57 

years  worked  hard)  and  now  I  am  tired  and  want  to  feel  free  to  live  my 

life  in  my  own  way  for  the  short  period  in  the  ordinary  course  left  to  me. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  the  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  the  great  help  and  support  you  and  they  have  so  ungrudgingly 
given  me  at  all  times.  To  me  it  has  been,  as  you  know,  a  labour  of  love,  and 

when  I  look  back  through  the  years  to  the  end  of  the  War  my  heart  is  full  of 

gratitude  and  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  that  He  has  enabled  us  to 
establish  in  our  midst  and  on  such  sure  foundations  such  a  wonderful  little 
Hospital  in  memory  of  our  dear  boys.

The  great  success  of  this  Scheme  depends  very 
largely  on  voluntary  effort  and  the  Committee  cordially  thank  those 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  give  so  much  of  their  time  to  this  good 
work. 

MOTOR  ACCIDENTS. 

During  the  year  13  cases  were  brought  to  the  Hospital,  of  these, 
9  were  detained.  The  cost  was  mostly  covered  by  insurance  and  by 
membership  of  contributory  schemes.

Hospital.
